Edmunds, recorded tho occullatlons of
twenty-eig- ht stars.

Tlio observations of tho Boydon department
were conllncd to actinic dctuimlnatlon ol tho
brightness of tho lunar siirmco. the unit of
light employed being that given out by a care--

el lamp burning pure colza oil, and shining
through aholeot ono mtlllmetro radius nt n
Uistiinco ol n metre for n socond. bi plates
woro taken during the ecllpso with tho eleven-inc- h

Draper telescope, besides numerous other
observations. During totullty tlio irreguhul-tle- s

of lighting nnd tho color of the disk wero
very marked. Tho central point of tho slindow
woro perceptibly ilnrker than tho rest, tho
color shading trom deep red through gray to
whlto when tho oilgu of tho iimbin wns
reuchod. Auroral glow wns curofully sought
fur. but not found.

Tho ccI1ho was ery successfully
by Pi of. Todd of Amherst College. Tho atmos-
pheric conditions weio line, and many photo,
graphs of tho total eclipse and nther phases
wore obtained with tho inrgo tulcscopu. Prol.
'ioiiil found that sco.es ialnt btms woro
occulnted by tho moon during the progress of
the ocllpm, mid thnt tlio Illumination of tho
moons surface during totality was much less
tliim usual. It was iricgulnrly illuminated,
except near Urn time o: central. Tho ocllpso,
when In the iiuddlo. wasn huge dail; nreu.sui-riiiiuili'- il

by mi early porfe"t ling of light. At
no tlmo did iho moon disappear from view, as
it did during tho eclipse or 17(11, when no pnrt

Pollco Jttstlco Maurice J. Power sat in his
prlvnto ofllco rostorday nftornoon with n copy
of Honry D. Turtoy's lottor boforo him, and
Bald to nn nudlonco of ro porters: "I shall mako
no formal reply to this lottor, for I hnvo not
boon ablo to discover anything spoclllo In it,
but I wlll.tnlk ovor what I sea horo, and you
can take whatevor yon want of what I say. Tho
mattor mny conio up whonovor thoro Is a moot-
ing of tho Committee of Twonty-fon- r of the
County Democracy, which Is composed of the
loadors or district Clialrraon In oach Assomblr
district, and tholr notion on It will of courso be
mado public. This commlttoo has novor met In
tho past two years that Mr. Purroyhan not boon
Invited to be prosont. but ho noNcr enmo. Ho
was Invited ns a momhor from tho Twonty-fourt- h

ward, and nlsoas Chairman ot tho Ex-

ecutive Commlttoo of tho county, a plnco ho
has hold for four yours. The Exooutho Com-

mittee Is composed of seon mombors from
oach ABBombly dlstrlot. It is during theso
four yours that all tho clroumstnncos ho
relates took place. Ho now sums up his objec-

tions to thorn. If ho mndo nny rocord of objec-

tion In nil that tlmo In tho commlttoo, neither
tho publlo nor myself Is apprised of It. Until
his quarrel with Mayor Grnie last yoar. arising
out of his ownsuppott of Judgo Donohuo und
Mr. Grace's opposition to tho Judgo in our or-
ganization, ho wan not honrd from In complaint
agnlnBtanyof theso things. Since then thoro
Boems to havo bean a groat deal of IndlfTorotico
on his part as a mombor of our oiganizntion.
Ho failed to summon n mooting of his own
commlttoo. or to attend tho cnucus of tho
Chairmen of districts to which ho nnd othor
persons wero lnlted. But not until Mr. Graco
appeared as acandldato for Governor had wo
any intimation of Mr. Purroy's gonoral

with tho County Domocrnoy.
"His statement that names still high on tho

roll of tho NowAmstcidum Club aro those of
men who hnvo douo tho .State valuable but un-
willing sorlce. Is untrue, Tho Governors of
tho New Amsterdam Club assuio mo that no
mnn Indicted or convicted In tho boodlo cases
was a member of tho club nt tho tlmo. Of
courso ho refers to tho boodlo Aldormcn, but
ho falls to say that Tammany Aldermen nnd
Bepubllcan Aldermen, ns woll as County De-
mocracy Aldermon, were accusod.

"Ho snys that last year ho wub astonished at
tho reluctance with which nn unwilling con-
sent was, of nocesslty. glvon to tho

promotion of Judgo Mnrtino. This Is un-
true. I was a momber of the conference com-
mlttoo. nnd all of Its members will boar mo out.
Wo not only contondod there, but contended
successfully, for Judgo Martlne's nomination.
This issue wns discussed for four hours. He
had previously declined, oven at tho requoet of
Mr. Cooper. Mr. Howitt. Mr, Grace, myself,
and a dozen othois to accept again tho nomi-
nation for District Attornoy. Tammany con-
tended that it was her right to nomlnato for
this Judgeship, but we prevailed, und secured
Mr. Martina's nomination, nnd Die County De-
mocracy loyally supported him.

" In regard to Mr. Purroy's support of Mr.
NIcoll, tho nssortloa ho makes Is correct. Tom
Walsh and ho woro in favor of Nlcoll's nomina-
tion, nnd thoy only. Tho reasons that the
other County Domocrncy loadors did not sup-
port NIcoll woio those given In Mr. Hewitt's
letter during the cnmpalgn.

"Mr. Purroy discusses tho objects and pur-
poses of the organization of tho County Domoc-
rnoy. It wns orguulzed by a committee of 100
of tho most distinguished Democrats of this
county, npnolnted for that purpose by n mass
mooting In Cooper Union, held altor tho elec-
tion of 1880. The mooting originated from tho
widespread dissatisfaction with tho methods of
Tammany Hall and of Its'ontis'of that year.
In their wisdom the meeting created nn or-
ganization very broad at tho base, and narrow
and with no power whatover at tho
top, exactly tho opposite of tho plan
on which Tammany Hull Is organized.
Under this plan 850 or more eloctlon districts
send dologatos directly to not only tho general
committees, but nlso to all of the conventions-Coun- ty,

Congressional, Judicial. Aldermanic,
and Assombly without tho Intervention of nny
authority created by the county, genornl, or
local committees. And the purpose of this wns
that tbo party might, through such a wldo and
unhnmporod plan of orcanlratlon. attract the
youth of our city and nil of thoso whoso In-

clinations wero toward acthity in politics, and
thus glo tho party an opportunity to grow.
Thero hns been no change whntoer In tho
freedom of this plan, and no restrictions hnve
been added, and It Is for tho Democratic voters
of this city todotermlno whothor its continu-
ance Is usoful or othorwlse.

" Mr. Purroy says ho is unwilling to bo longer
helplessly tlod down to nn oignnlzation which
Is nt this moment on Its knees to Its rhal. This
is as falso as It is malicious, and is of n pieco
with the bluster thnt marks his ontlro commu-
nication, which does not deal In tacts, sautto
invent or misrepresent them, In the vein effort
to plnco tho writer in n creditable position be-
fore tho public. The Cminty Democrncr h is
nevor consented to r. union with Tarn mnny
Hall, oxcopt in response to a public demand
nrlslng out of exigencies. 6uch as tlio Henry
Uuorgo movement, whon the publlo Interests
and party welfare required It."

Later Mooro
nnd llogors came through I'orty-nlnt- h stroot,
Mooro walking on tho south sldo of tho street
nnd llogors on tho ppposlto sldo. ltogers
stODpod at tho hallway of 34S and Mooro sat
down In tho ontranco of 358. Thoy had boon
thoro but n few minutes whon Dunn enmo
along on tho sldn that Mooro was on.

"Corns over horo, Joo," yelled Bogors to
Mooro.

When Moore had crossnd thoBtroot Bogors
told hlmtonsk Dunn to stop down to the oor-no- r

of Eighth nvonuo. Donnolly oierheard tho
tnlk and saw Mooro nnd Dunn walk to tho cor-
ner, followod by ltogers. Donnolly slipped on
his cont nnd ran down to whero they stood. Ho
heard Dunn say to Bogota:

" You our, you're altogether too frosh with
your knife. It'sonlyn wook ago you pulled n
knifn on a follow. If you ovor pulled a knlto on
mo I'd kick tho head off you."

" Lot mo know when you're colng to begin,"
snld Bogors snoorlngly. ..."Take thnt gun out of your
snld Dunn. ltogers thon pulled out n cheap

pistol and pointed It nt Dunn.
He pulled tho trlggor with both hnnds. but It
did not go off. Ho then returnod the pistol to
his pocket, drew a dagger, nndstabbud Dunn.
Mooro also. Donnelly says, drew a knlfo and
tried to stab Dunn. Ills blow foil short, nml
Bogors and Moore ran away.

ltogers, Moore, nnd l'orcll woro arrnlgnod In
Yorkvlllo Court yesturdny. Bogors wns com-
mitted without bull, and tho others were held
ns wltncssos. Theso threo young men. tho
pollco hno learnod. bought tlireo daggers of
tho snmo pattern recently on tho Bowory.
ltogers, It Is ullegod, was urged to buy revol-
vers Instead of knives, but pooh-poohe- d tho
Idoa, and said contemptuously:

"Ah, now. knlvos is do Dost. Revolvers
mako too much nolso, but knlvos does do
work, nnd doy don't spoak."
